Kimhi's attorney complained that 
Magistrate Arye Evenari was in ef- 
fect hearing an appeal on his own 
decision last week to release Kimhi 
on 32.100,000 bail. But Judge Eve- 
nari said that now the police had 
introduced some solid evidence for 
their suspicions — which involve 
the alleged financial manipulations 
of suspended Kupat Holim head 
Asher Yadlin, who is also in deten- 


tion. 

on Friday, . police representative 
Reuven Weinstein told the court 
police suspect all the complicated 
bookkeeping entries in connection 
with Kupat Holim’s purchase of the 
incomplete medical centre in Tel 
Baruch last year were a camouflage 
for the theft of money. (It has been 
rumoured that the $2,550,000 price 
tag was about §1m. too high, and 
that the difference found its way 
imto the pockets of various indivi- 
duals.) 

The centre, begun by a group of 
South American investors, was of- 
fered late in 1972 to Kupat Holim, 
for $1,450,000; and then, when the 
Histadrut sick fund backed out, to 
another Histadrut firm, Solel Boneh. 
Solel Boneh in turn backed out, and 
Kupat Holim bought the property 
at the higher figure. 

Yesterday Rav-Pakad Weinstein 
told the court that Solel ‘Boneh ‘— 
-which: he gaid had-been- represented 
-in-the.transacti 
entered the medical centre 
only as a cover for shady“déaling. 
Furthermore, ‘the money paid out 
to Solel Boneh for its expenses had 
never reached the firm, he said 

Kimhi, he continued, had only 
been brought into Kapat Holim to 
serve Yadlin’s private interests. To 
release him would be to release 
Yadlin, he claimed, showing the 
judge some more documents. 

The accountant is certain to be 
charged, he said, although a few 
necessary details are still missing. 
Kimhi's bank accounts were being 
checked, and police believe him to 
be connected to a case now being 
investigated abroad. 

More arrests were possible, the 


‘policeman said, stressing that the 


people arrested so far were only 
those whose detention had been 
made inevitable by the findings of 
the investigation. 

In another Tel Aviv courtroom, 
meanwhile, Yadlin's sister Sarah 
Hari was ordered held for another

Apparently chastened, Rabbi

CALIFORNIA gave its 750,000 Jews 
an ¢ven greater cause for satisfac 
tion when Governor Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr. signed into law a bill 
‘prohibiting the state's companies 
from participating in the Arab 
economic boycott against Israel. 

The law, widely hailed as the 
toughest of its kind in the United 
States, goes well beyond current 
Federa] regulations, which forbid 
companies from taking part in 
business transactions which dis- 
criminate against U.S. citizens 
{read, companies with Jewish direc- 
tors.) 

The California law, in effect, ad- 
ditionally forbids a company from 
signing contracts (with Arab 
businessmen) which require 
assurances that the firm is not 
engaged in business with Israel. 

One day following enactment of 
the law, the Bank of America, which 
had been charged by κα 
Congressional committee with 
processing more boycott-related 
letters of credit than any other U.S. 
bank, announced that it would comp- 
ly fully with the new law. The San 
Francisco-based Bank of America, 
the largest commercial bank in the 
world, promised that it would “cease 
from processing documents which 
discriminate against any party 
(including friendly foreign powers, 
such as Israel).""

THE LARGE variety of shelf sup- 
port systems available locally can 
be divided basically into two groups: 


. those that require a fair amount of 
care to set up level and those that are”

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Gestures that become precedents 


TT IS IMPOSSIBLE not to sympathise with employees of Assis 
in Ramat Gan, faced with the shutdown of a veteran plant in 
which, as one of them phrased it, “we have buried the best 
years of our working life." At the same time it is not possible 
to condone their resort to ἃ violent device — locking in their 
managers. Such methods must be condemned in the strongest 
terms and it is unfortunate that the Histadrut did not do so. 

Closures of plants by management should however no longer 
be a surprise. Workers must‘be getting used to the, idea (un- 
familiar in the days of perpetual boom) that companies are 
liable to go out of business. There is no such thing as im- 
mortality, neither among human beings nor among fruit-canning 


We cited in this column yesterday a prediction that 15,000 
industrial workers will have to change their place of employ- 
ment during the next decade, as a result of the free-trade 
treaty with Europe. Assis is not the first. Stormy scenes took 
place when Timna had to cut staff, Friedman in. Jerusalem, 
and Ashdod Motors. Nothing helped; dismissals took place 


There is one problem, however, that continues to jar, and 
does require regulation; it concerns severance pay. In the past 
the Government, always ready to placate those who shout loud 
enough, paid out sums over and above the call of duty — 
and this, of course, promptly became a precedent. The oil 
workers at Abu Rodeis, and subsequently the copper miners 
at Timna, were granted “increased severance pay.” 

But privately-owned companies that close down in whole or 
in part owing to financial Josses are not flush enough to do 
the same. They cannot, like the Government, call on the Ac- 
countant-General They point out that they have only put aside 
what they are obliged to disgorge under the labour contract. 

This problem may find its solution when the new pension 
law comes into force. It will be necessary then to start again 
from scratch. Persons leaving a place of employment will take 
with them, in place of severance pay, their accumulated rights 


It will be good if the Government learns by then to abide by 
its own labour contracts, which means paying out what it has 
to —- neither less, nor more either. If there is a case for paying 
more, that obligation should be embodied in the collective 


The point has to be laboured, because the Government seems 
never to know where it should be drawing the line. Civil 
aviation workers recently struck for extra pay—in breach of 
their collective agreement — to equate them with employees 
in outside companies (ΕΠ Al and Israel Aircraft Industries). 
Was the Transport Ministry really unaware that once they 
yielded, other civil servants in the airport (starting with the 
customs officials) would demand the same, and the entire civil 


Just as “increased severance pay” became a precedent for 
the Assis canning plant, so the extra IL350 a month paid in 
Lod has become a precedent for 60,000 civil servants. The 
authorities always fall into the same trap; each time they are 
taken by surprise. The result is what happened in Ramat Gan 
last week-end, and what will probably occur at Ben-Gurion 
Airport during the coming days.

When VAT was imposed at 8 per 
cent, many prices rose by 30 per 
cent. When the consumer has to fork 
out 18,000 for a washing machine or 
113,000 for a food mixer, someone 
somewhere along the line is making 
8 buge profit — and it is not the 
Government. 


IT HAD BEEN five years since I had 
last visited the Tel Aviv Country 
Club, then an almost exclusive 
retreat of big businessmen.

COVERING THE First World 
Jewish Film and Television 
Festival (Jerusalem Theatre, Oc- 
tober 24th through 80th) was no 
easy task, During the course of 
the week some 60 flims were 
screened, and for me there were 
other responsibilities which had to 
be given priority — namely 
school, All in all, though, I didn't 
do too badly, and managed to sec 
about a third of the films.

President Ephraim Katzir in a 
festive ceremony which culmin- 
ated the week's activities.

have. And when we have more 
space, we manage to fill that too. 
For those of ‘you who: have the 
urge to organize and arrange your 
space in an attractive and neat 
order, man hag invented the shelf, 
‘The first known shelves were 
carved out of the rook of cave 
dwellings. So apparently this need 
for order hag been with us for 
some time now, And as we moved 
from cave to apartment — for 
better or for worse — it's a matter 
of taste — our shelves have 
become ai little: more 
sophisticated. 

An easy-to-make and very 
useful type of shelf unit is the 
modular atorage cube. You can 
make one or make a dozen and 
stack them to form a wall unit, 
They're very versatile. The cube 
is a natural for records. Some 
sandwich board (plywood), 
finishing nails, white glue, a fine 
tooth hand saw, hammer, medium 
sandpaper, wood filler and a litile 
time and patience are what you'll 
need. Hach unit is made from six 
pieces of sandwich wood. You'll 
need two sides, 40 X 47cm, each; 
two pieces for the top and bottom, 
40 X 60cm each; and one piece for 
the back 47 X 58cm. 


HINT: When cutting sandwich- 
type wood, cut with the smooth 
side facing up. Hold the saw ata 
low angle to prevent splintering. 
Before nailing the wood together, 
place 8 bead of white glue on the 
joints and then nail them 
together. 

Nailing is the next step. Nail the 
top to the sides. Then turn the 
pleces upside down and nail the 
bottom to the sides, Lastly, nail 
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the back ἴπ place. That's [t, a 
cube, For a clean and neat cube 
tap all nalls slightly below the sur- 
face, fill In all the holes with wood 
filler and when it’s dry sandpaper 
it smooth. Wipe off all the dust 
that has gathered with a damp 
cloth. 

Now if you want to get fancy, 
you can add a shelf within your 
shelf to further divide up your 
apace. To do this, measure the 
width and depth of the area for the 
shelf. Cut another piece of beard 
to this size, Sand it smooth and 
wipe it clean. Place the shelf in 
position in the cube and nail it In 
place from the outside. For the 
finishing touch, paint your cube a 
solid color, or with any deaign you 
Hike. Or you can cover it with 
plastic adhesive paper (if you do 
this, cover the extra inside shelf 
before you nail it in place.) Try 
gluing fabric to the cube for an un- 
usual look. Make as many or as 
few cubes as you want.

ANOTHER STORAGE UNIT that 
really adds something to a room, 
besides more space, is a floor to 
celling unit that can frame your 
window and set off your bed, plus 
hold books, chachkas and thinga.

Hold it In place with 
something that will support it un- 
tll the adhesive dries. Add the two

Just arrange and organize your 
new space to your heart's content 
and when you run out of apace, 
you can alwaya build a new 
space place.

LONDON. — 
RAMU, a performing whale with 
a waistline problem, was fitted 
into a tailor-made corset last 
‘month and took off on 8. 12-hour 
flight home to the United States. 

“Ramu was just growing too 
fast," said Ronald Smart, director 
of Windsor Safar! Park, where the 
four-ton killer whale has cavorted 
aix of his 10 years in a 70-foot dis- 
play pool. 

“He was only 13 feet long six 
years ago and now his waistline 
alone is nearly that,’’ sald Smart. 
“He js almost 20 feet long and is 
growing nearly two feet a year. 
He simply needs a much bigger 
and deeper pool than we have.” 

He'll get one at Sca World in San 
Diego, California, which traded 
the Safar! Park a smaller pilot 
whale and three trained dolphins 
for Ramu. 

Despite his ferocious breed 
name, Smart sald, ‘Ramu is very 
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good-natured and we are very 
sorry to lose him." 

Ramu's first inkling that it 
wasn't going to be just another 
day of jumping and ball-playing 
with his dolphin companions came 
when aeven divera joined him in 
the water at Windsor, 20 miles 
weat of London. 

They drained the pool, slipped 
the corsct's fin holes over his 
filppers and rubbed him down 
with ointment. A 25-ton crane 
hoisted him, barking in bewilder- 
ment, into a truck for the ride to 
London's Heathrow Airport. 

There a fire truck tanked up the 
600-gallon coniainers needed to 
keep Ramu moist aboard a 
chartered DCS jet. 

“We reckon he will be out of the 
water only about 18 huurs," said 
consultant veterinarlan David 
Taylor, “That's nothing, really. I 
have known whales to survive out 
of water for days."
